NEW YORK JUVENILE ASYLUM DRAWINGS. 

The group of drawings shown in the Lower Gallery was originally assembled in a 
restricted competition instituted in the summer of 1902 by the New York Juvenile 
Asylum. The institution is the home of almost one thousand children, and for fifty 
years has been located on Washington Heights, New York City. The directors decided 
to remove from Manhattan Island, and purchased a large farm, which combines several 
fine old estates on the east bank of the Hudson River, near Dobb's Ferry, Chauncey, 
and Ardsley-on-Hudson. There they will create a village, as a substitute for the con- 
ventional type of congregate institution. The children will live in groups, each group 
of twenty having a home, and will go out to the village church, central school, athletic 
field or to industrial pursuits, as do the children in the most favored communities. 

The inhabitants of this ideal settlement will be children who have been denied fair 
birth, kind surroundings and helpful opportunities. They represent congested districts 
lamentably lacking in pure air, sunlight and vegetation. Mr. Barric, in his latest work, 
expresses sympathy with those who live near Kensington Gardens, where, "if you have 
a tree, your neighbor has the shade." Children who have not had even a tree or a blade 
of grass are to learn something of rural attractiveness and wholesome outdoor employ- 
ment, as well as receive shop and school and moral training. 

It is estimated that the plant will cost $1,500,000, including local heating apparatus, 
water works, and an independent electric light generating station. Thus the public 
utilities of this novel community will be under "municipal ownership and control." 

Messrs. York & Sawyer submitted the accepted design; others invited to participate 
and whose creditable creations complete the exhibit are Messrs. Butler & Rodman, 
Parish & Schroeder, Howells & Stokes, and Walker & Morris. 

Favorable comment has not been confined to those who appreciate architectural 
excellence, but has extended to students of sociology and stimulated the movement 
toward institutional transformation: several socities in New York, Chicago, Baltimore 
and Canada having recently determined to convert their congregate plants into segregate 
or "cottage home" institutions.
